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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


1. This bulletin contains estimates 
relating to the civilfan tabour force and 
to those not in the labour force. The 
estimates have been derived from the 
results of the Population Survey, which is 
conducted on a sample basis throughout 
Australiae From February 1978, the Survey 
has been conducted each month. Previously, 
the Survey was conducted in February, May, 
‘August, and November of each year. 


2. Statistics similar to those contained 
in Tables 1, 2 and 4 of this bulletin are 


published each month as they become 
availiable, in the publication Monthly 
(1305-1) which Is 


Summary of Statistics 
available free on request to this Office. 
Other data contained In this bulletin are 
also available each month (except for the 
occupation and industry details for 
employed persons, which are available only 
on a quarterly basis). In addition, other 
unpublished data may aiso be available. 
These data, if required each month as they 
become available, may be obtained from this 
Office. 


3. The Population Survey. The Survey is 
based on a multi-stage area sample of 
private dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) and 
non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.), and covers about one~half of one per 
cent of the population of New South Wales. 
The Information is obtained from the 
occupants of selected dwellings by 
carefully chosen and specially trained 
interviewers. The interviews are generally 
conducted during the two weeks beginning on 
the Monday between the 6th and 12th of each 
month. The information obtained relates to 
the week before the interview (i-e. the 
Survey week). Before February 1978, the 
Interviews were spread over four weeks, 
chosen so that the Survey weeks generally 
fell within the limits of the calendar 
month « 


4. Scope. The Survey includes all persons 
aged 15 years and over, except 


(a) members of the permanent defence 
forces; 


(b) certain diplomatic personne! of 


overseas governments, customarily 


exc!uded from census and estimated 


populations; 
(c) overseas visitors holidaying in 
Australia; and 


(d) members of non-Australian defence 
forces (Cand their dependants), 
stationed in Australia. 

5. Rellability of the estimates. Since 


the estimates in this bulletin are based on 


information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they may differ fron 
figures that would have been obtained if 
had been collected fron 
occupants of all dwellings (using the same 
questionnaire and Interviewing procedures). 
One measure of the likely difference Is 
given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varied by chance because only @ 
sample of dwetlings was included in the 
Survey. A Technical Note, showing the 
likely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, is shown on page 16 of this 
bulletin. 


the Information 


6. Classifications of the labour force 


(a) The Labour Force Classification used 
in the Survey conforms closely to that 
recommended by the Eighth International 
Conference of Labour Statisticians, 1954 
The labour force comprises al! civilians 
aged 15 years and over who, during the 
Survey week, were employed or unemployed: 
The Survey week comprises the seven days 
preceding the Interview week (see note 3 
above). The activities of persons In this 
period of reference are used in determining 
the classification of those who aré 
employed. In addition to this week, the 3 
weeks preceding It are also considered [1 
identifying the unemployed. More detailed 
definitions of these two groups follow. 


(b) Employed persons 


i. These: comprise all civilians aged 
15 years and over who, during the 
Survey week : 


»- worked for one hour or more for 
pay, profit, commission o 
payment in kind in a job o& 


business, or on a farm 
(Including employees, employers 
and self-employed persons); or 


- worked for 15 hours or more 
without pay in a family business 
or on a farm (iee. unpaid family 
helpers); or 


+ were employees who had a Job but 
were not at work and were: on 
paid leave; on leave without pay 
for less than four weeks up to 
the end of the Survey week; 
stood down without pay because 
of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at their place of 
employment for tess than four 
weeks up to the end of the 
Survey week; on strike or locked 
out; on workers' compensation 
and expected to be returning to 
their Job; or receiving wages or 
salaries while undertaking full- 
time study; or 


« were employers or self-employed 
persons who had a job, business 
or farm, but were not at worke 


il. These employed persons can be 
classifled Into : 


- full-time workers (I.e. those 
who usually work 35 hours or 
more a week and others who, 
although usually part-time 
workers, worked 35 hours or more 
during the Survey week); and 


- part-time workers (1-e. those 
who usually work fess than 35 
hours a week, and who did so 
during the Survey week). 


A person who held more than one job Is 
counted only once - In the job In which he 
worked most hours during the Survey week. 


(c) Unemployed persons comprise al! 


clvilfans aged 15 years and over who were 
not employed during the Survey week, and : 


I. had actively looked for full-time 
or part-time work at any time [n 


the four- weeks up to the end of the — 


Survey week, and : 


» were available for work In the 
Survey week, or would have been 


avallable except for temporary 
TilIness (f.e. tasting for less 
than four weeks’-to~the end of 
the Survey week); or 


« were waiting to start a new Job 
within four weeks from the end: 
of the Survey week, and would 
have started in the Survey week 
If the job had been available 
then; or 


ll. were walting to be called back to 
a full-time or part-time Job from 
which they had been stood down 
without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the Survey 
week (iInctuding the whole of the 
Survey week) for reasons other 
than bad weather or plant 
breakdown. 


(dad) Actively looking for work includes 
writing, telephoning or applying In person 


to an employer for work; answering a 
newspaper advertisement for a Job; checking 
factory or Commonwealth Employment Service 
notice boards; beltng registered with the 
Commonwea!th Employment Service; checking 
or registering with another employment 
agency, advertising or tendering for work; 
and contacting friends or relatives. 


Note. The figures shown In this bulletin 
for the number of persons unemployed should 
not be confused with those formerly issued 
by the Commonwealth Department = of 
Employment and Youth Affairs; the tatter 
figures represent the number of persons 
registered as unemployed with the 
Commonwealth Employment Service. 


Ce) Persons not In the labour force are 
those who, during the Survey week, were not 
in the categories ‘employed' or 
tunemployed', as defined. They tnclude 
persons who were keeping house (unpald), 
attending an educational institution 
(schoo!, university, etc.e), retired, 
votuntarily inactive, permanently unable to 
work, Inmates of institutions (hospitals, 
gaols, sanatoria, etc.), trainee teachers, 
members of contemplative religious orders, 
and persons whose only activity during the 
survey week was Jury service or. unpaid 
voluntary work for a charitable 
organisation. 


(f) Duration of unemployment Is the period 


from the time the person began looking for 


work or was lald off to the end of. the 
Survey week. Pertods of unemployment are 
recorded in complete weeks and this results 
in a slight understatement of duration. 
Average (mean) duration Is the duration 
obtalIned by dividing the aggregate number 
of weeks a group has been unemp!oyed by 
the number of persons In that group. 


(g) 
Industry and occupation. Unemployed 
persons who had worked full-time for two 
weeks or more In the last two years are 
classtfled according to the Industry and 
occupation of their most recent full-time 
Job.

(h) Marital status. 
persons are classified 
married. The latter category includes 
persons who, at the time of the Survey, had 
never married, or were widowed, or 
divorced. 


7. ‘industry classification. The 
classification of Industries Is In 
accordance with the Australian Standard 
industrial Classification (ASIC) described 
In the Bureau publication 
Standard Industrial Classification, Vol. 1 
- The Classification (1201.0). From 
September 1979, classification Is according 
to the 1978 Edition of ASIC white for 
earlter periods classification was 
according to the 1969 (Preliminary) 
Edition. 


8. Occupation classification. The 


classification of occupations is tn 
accordance with the Classification and 


Classified List of Occupations (Revised, 


June 1976). 


9. Comparablitty of sertes. When 
comparing estimates for February 1978 and 


subsequent months with those for earlier 
pertods, It should be noted that with the 
Introduction of monthly surveys the 
Interviews are now conducted dur Ing a two- 
week perlod, whereas formerly the period 
was four weeks (see note 3). This change 
of timing may affect the level of the 
figures for any month, but particularly for 
months during which the employment status 
of the population may be changing rapidly.

TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation Procedure 


1. The ltabour force estimates are derived 
from the Population Survey by use of a 
complex ratio estimation procedure. This 
procedure ensures that the Survey estimates 
conform to an independently estimated 
distribution of the population by age and 
sex, rather than to the age and sex 
distribution within the sample itself- 


Reliabitity of the Estimates 


2. Two types of error are possible in an 
estimate based on a_ sample survey: 
sampling error and non-sampling error. The 
sampting error Is a measure of = the 
varfabifiity that occurs by chance because a 
sample, rather than the entire population, 
is surveyed. Stnce the estimates In this 
bulletin are based on information obtained 
from occupants of a sample of dwellings, 
the estimates and the movements derived 
from them are subject to sampling 
varfability; that Is, they may differ from 
the figures that would have been obtained 
if all dwellings had been Included In the 
Surveye One measure of the likely 


difference Is given by the standard error 


which indicates. the extent to which an 
estimate might have varlted by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was 
included. There are about two chances [In 
three that a sample estimate will differ by 
fess than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtained If all 
dwellings had been tnctuded and about 
nineteen chances in twenty that the 
difference will be less than two standard 
errorse The standard error can also be 
expressed as a percentage of the estimate, 


and this Is known as the relative standard 


errore 


3. A table of standard errors for general 
application to estimates derived from: the 
survey, from November 1977, is given below. 
Details of standard errors for estimates 
prior to November 1977 are contained in the 


bulletin The Labour Force, Australia, 1978 


(6204.0). The figures will not give a 
precise measure of standard error of a 
particular estimate since they are 
averages based on calculations for a 
limited number of past surveys over a wide 
range of labour force characteristics. 


However, they will provide an indication of 
the magnitude of the standard error of any 
estimate shown in this bulletin. 


4. An example of the use of Columns (2) 
and (3) of the table is as follows :- 


tf the estimate obtained from the 
sample is 100,000 (see Column (1)) the 
standard error is 3.9 per cent of the 
estimate, f.e. 3,900 - .and there are 
about two chances in three that the 
true figure fs within the range 96,100 
to 103,900 and about nineteen chances 
in twenty that this figure is between 
92,200 and 107,800. As the = standard 
errors in Column (3) show, the smaller 
the estimate, the higher ts the per 
cent standard error. 


5. The movement in the teve! of an 
estimate is also subject to sampting 
variability. The standard error of ‘the 
movement depends on the levels of the 
estimates from whtch the movement is 
obtained rather than on the size of the 
movement. An indication of the magnitude 
of standard errors of monthly movements is 


- also given in the Table, Column (4) — where 


the standard error of the monthly movement 
is read against the larger of the two 
estimates appearing in Column (1) from 
which the movement is derived. The 
estimates of standard error of monthly 
movements apply only to estimates of 
movements between two consecutive months- 
Movements between corresponding months of 
consecutive quarters (quarterly movements), 
corresponding months of consecutive years 
{annual movements), and two other non- 
consecutive months, will generally dé 
subject to somewhat greater sampling 
variability than Is Indicated In Column (4) 
of the Table. An example of the use of 
Column (4) is as follows : 


If the estimates for two success!ve 
months are 480,000 and 500,000 (i.e. af 
Increase of 20,000), this Column shows 
that the standard error of the monthly 
movement will be 5,100 (the figuré 
shown in the Column against 500,000 in 
Column 1). That is, there are about 
two chances in three that the monthly 
movement lies between 14,900 and 


25,100 and about nineteen chances In 
twenty that it lies between 9,800 and 
30,200. 


For periods from February 1978 a guide to 
the standard errors of quarterly and annual 
movements can be obtained by multiplying 
the figures In column (4) and column (2) 
respectively by 1.4. The standard errors 
of quarterly movements for pertods prior to 
February 1978 were pub!itshed in the 
Technical Note in the November 1977 Issue 
of this bulletin. The standard errors of 
annual movements prior to February 1978 are 


contained in the bulletin The Labour Force, 
Australia, 1978 (6204.0). 


6. The standard errors of estimates 
relating to agricultural employment are 
generally somewhat higher than the standard 
errors of other estimates of the same 
magnitude. Estimates for females also tend 


to have higher standard errors. than 


estimates of equivalent size for males in 
similar employment categories. The 
Standard errors for Sydney Statistical 
Division are approximately the same as for 


New South Wates as a whole.

Te The re{tability of an 
percentage or rate, computed by 
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data for both numerator and 
denominator, depends upon both the size of 
the numerator and the size of the 
denominator. However, the relative 
standard error of the estimated percentage 
or rate will generally be slightly lower 
than the relative standard error of the 
estimate of the numerator. The relative 


sample 


standard errors of the numerator can be 
obtained from Column (3) in the table 
below. 

8. The Imprecision due to sampling 


vartability, which ts measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused with 
Inaccuracies that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by respondents, 
errors made fn collection 
recording and coding of data, and errors 
made in processing the datas Inaccuractes 
of this kind are referred to as non- 
sampling errors - and they may occur in any 
enumeration, whether it be a full count or 
only a sample. Every effort Is made to 
reduce non-sampling errors to a minimum by 
careful design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers, 
and efficient operating procedures.

9. Estimates below 4,500 have been
